ELECTRIC LIGHT A*;NI»OARA. 


A Weird smd Magnificent View of the 


Cataract. 


[Correspondence of the Cincinnati Enquirer.) 


NIAOABA FALLS, Aug. 15,—After sup- 


per last night I sat a while on the bal- 
cony of the hotel, listening to the mu- 
sic of the baud and the roar of the falls. 
The night was very dark, not a star was in 
sight, ft fact npon which I congratulated 
myself. About nine o'clock I walked 
down to Prospect Park with a friend, and 
having deposited half a dollar at the 
gatn, we walked in. From a dozen dif- 
ferent camps in the park the electric 
light shows with blending glare, making 
the contrast between brightness and 
gloom as marked as possible. The 
crowds were all moving in one direc- 
tion, the parapet at the very briuk of 
tho American falls, and when I arrived 
there I saw a sight that will live in me 
while memory holds its seat within my 
brain. As I looked over the edge of the 
chasm, a single electric light was play- 
ing on tho fnco of the fall, converting 
into a mnss of moving snow whose 
whose dazzling whiteness rolled on with 
awful and majestic grandeur. The mist 
that arose from tho whirlpools below 
looked weird and ghastly and assumed 
most fantastic shupus. My mind re- 
verted to descriptions of Arctic sconery 
and for a moment I felt as though I was 
one of the crew of the Jeamiette, ncnr 
the North polo, and had just discovers! 
a cascade of snow. All full of this It 
ing, I stood half enraptured, ul.^ocbi.]^ 
of the brilliancy of the light changed 
tho aspect of the scene. The water now 
seemed liquid glass, and moved as me- 
chanically and looked as unreal as any 
painted cataract seen on the mimic 
stage. Suddenly the manipulator of the 
light on tho cliff slides n sheet o' rose- 
colored glass before his lamp, The scene 
becomes ensanguined, and now it is a 
cataract of blood that roars and hisses 
and seethes before mo as though it were 
the gore of murdered nations crying to 
—nay, demanding vengeance of heaven. 
This light is arranged to take in the 
brick and upper part of the falls, and 
then one shaded blue conveits tho foam 
into boiling and uncanny shapes. Tho 
next instant a flood of white light is pro- 
jected between the red and the blue, and 
the great waterfall becomes tho grandest 
representation of that banner of beauty 
and bravery, the American, flag, ever 
seen by mortal eye. Twice while this 
effect was produced the spectators broke 
out in rapturous (yes, that's tho world) 
applause, and I felt my heart thumping 
with a patriotic fcrver that almost made 
me cry out in ecstatic joy. By blend- 
ing the light? and shades thrown from 
the different lamps on tho falls the 
quaintest and most picturesque effects 
are produced, and one almost imagines 
himself in fairy-land at the mercy of 
some genii of delusion who captivates 
and enraptures its senses at will. I have 
looked at the finest transformation 
scenes ever presented to the attention of 
American audiences, but tho very best 
of them was the quintessence of iasig. 
nificance when compared to the beauty 
of Niagara by electric light.
